Colony was tally destitute of a postal system. 
In the spring a scheme was conceived by ‘the 
Executive ang paraded before the country ; the 
contract for the interior/was award¢d.in an un- 
derhanded sqrt of {way to a government toady, | 
for which sdme $8,000 a year is being filched 
from the Trehsury - and what have we in return ? 
Echo, from tine mountains of the interior, answers 
what! Befond deranging the Express busi- 
ness, and pusting up the rates of postage -to a 
prohibitory {igure upon newspapers, and about 
ditto on lettérs,. the costly abortion is not known. 
Better a thofisand times withdraw the whole 
thing and lefve the field clear for private enter- | 
prise. If pubof were wanting of the total inca- 
pacity of the Government of ‘this Colony we 
need go.no firther than this same Departinent 
to find it. Rearly five years experience has giv- 
.en us a postal system which would be a disgrace 
to the interidr of a savage country. 

It is monstrous to think how the people in 
the upper contry are treated upon this subject. | 
The 7 postage rates are bad enough ; but 
when to that is added the disgracefal negligeuce 
and unpardgnable irregularity to which mail 
matter is sufjected the evil’ beeomes altogether 
uubearable.%.

Sin,—As you may suppose, the chief object of 
interest for us idlers is the arrival of letters and 
papers from below, Anxiously is the Epress- | 
man watched for—repeated are our disappvint- 
ments—but the appearance of his blue cvat in 
the distance is as an electric light, and the pep- 
ulation turns out en masse to bid him welcome. 
A week ago one of our merchants arrived from 
Donglas, with the news that a large home mail 
was lying there waiting to be forwarded, Every 
one was on the gui vice, and the appearance of 
the fortnightly Express yesterday found every 
face beaming with the expectation of hearing 
from. loved ones at home. You may conceive 
the consternation and rage that filled the town 
when the Expressman informed us that there was 
no mail ; that he called at, the Post office the 
night before he started, intimating his departure 
text morning ; that next day he was at the 
office at 6 a. M., and after waiting till 10 a. m., 
being told that ‘the mail could not be found,” 
he was obliged to leave without it.” A reason is 
given why the Postmaster was not himself there 
0 deliver the mail, but it invelves so serious a 
charge against that functionary that we hesitate 
to give it before the Police Magistrate at Dong- 
las investigates the matter, which doubtless’ he 
will do immediately. - 
Ido not mean to say that the onfortunate 
peeler who is compelled to“de duty as~ Postmas: 
ter at Donylas should be kept waiting all the 
hours of the day and night for the Expressman ; 
but considering that the whole of this side the 
country is dependent on him for intelligence— 
that business interests are involved—and that 
the mail comes up. country only once a fortnight 
—Government is bound to expedite our commu- 
nications, and to place a postmaster at Douglas 
who will make it his special business to see that 
this is done; rather than retard them by employ- 
ing a Constable, who, having other duties tu per- 
form, neglects to do se. 

Cutses both loud and deep from commercial
